Along with these agencies 
for the uplift of our people ond 
in which they are co-operating 
so beautifully, is, not least, our 
educational work, led by our 
County Board and Superintend 
ent and Miss Eunora Farris, 
and the recent schoo! fair at 
Elba was positive proof of the 
hearty co-operation the people 
are giving in education in our 
prblie schools. The spirit of 
all this endeavor is excellent. 

Indeed,

general progress, in plenty and 
prosperity, in good homes, 
good health, and good roads, 
This work has but well begun, 
‘and we must push forward

This is as safe and sure crop 
as we produce in Coffee Coun- 
ty and-every farmer can pro- 
duce 500 bushels of market- 
able potatoes on from 5 to 7 
acres. 

First, place your order with 
your farm bureau for certified 
seed potatoes for bedding. 
This will insure you against dis- 
eased seed. Bed early so you 
can pull slips for an extremely 
early patch of a quarter acre. 
Fertilize this patch heavy to 
stimulate vine growth and use 
vine cuttings to set your 5 to 7 
acres. Cuttings should be set 
not later than May and experi- 
ments show that April settings 
produce the heaviest yields. 

A fertilizer mixture of 400 
Ibs acid, 100 lbs soda and 100 
Ibs muriate of potash per acre 
should be applied at planting, 
and followed with 150 lbs of 
soda per acre when the vines 
are a foot long. Cultivate shal- 
low and do not set out plants 
on high bed. A yield of at 
least 100 bushels No. 1 pota- 


_|toes should result. 


Harvesting And Marketing. 

Dig potatoes before frost. 
Build cheap curing house and 
store potatoes in bins about 4 
feet square and 8 feet high, 
slatted partitions between bins 
allowing air to circulate freely 
around each bin. A few days 
artificial heat may be neces- 
sary in house when potatoes 
are first stored tho Messrs. Sim- 
mons & Wright, pioneer com- 
mercial sweet potato curing 
house investigators of Kewanee 
Miss., advise against artificial 
heat except when absolutely 
necessary to drive off surplus 
moisture in damp seasons im- 
mediately after potatoes have 
been stored. 

A curing house 16x14 will 
easily accomodate 500 bushels 
and any house of these dimen- 
sions may be improved into a 
curing house simply by double 
ceiling walls, overhead and 
floor and using heavy building 
paper between. Two ventila- 
tors will be sufficient. 

In 1922, I had twenty of 
these individual sweet potato 
jhouses built in Sumter County. 
That year recorded the biggest 
crop of sweet potatoes the 
state ever raised, and I thought 
the market would be bad. That 
fall at digging time farmers 
who did not have curing houses 
sold their crop out of the field 
or 25c per bushel, and a great 
majority of the county’s crop 
could not be sold at any price, 
but were lost in rotting. Our 
potato house fellows kept their 
stocks till the following March 
and realized $1.00 per bughel 
F, O. B. their stations for their 
entire lot. 

Since then sweet potatoes 
cured in these home made 
houses averaged in price ex- 
ceeding $2.00 per bushel. 

Let’s ship a hundred cars of 
Coffee County Sweets next 
year. How about it?

Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine last Thursday announe 
ed the apportionment of $73,- 
125,000 to the States for use 
in the construction of Federal 
aid roads. This apportionment 
was authorized by the Post 
Office Appropriation Act of 
February 12, 1925, and is for

The new funds will be spent 
entirely on the Federal aid 
highway system under the

the army. It was also ordered 
that J. Y. Register tax collector 
be paid $181.58 for monies 
overpaid by him as tax col- 
lector on his settlement for the 
taxes for the year 1861. It was 
also ordered that C. S. Lee, Jr., 
be paid $148.06 as official com 
missions due him. 

The Court at this term pas- 
sed the following order. ‘‘Tt is 
ordered by the Court that the 
Tax Collector for this county 
be and he is hereby authorized 
and required to assess and col- 
lect a Tax of Fifty per cent on 
the State Tax for the present 
year for the purpose of raising 
a fund for the support of the 
indigent families of Soldiers in 
the war.” 

The County government was 
now engaged mainly in looking 
after the indigent poor.

“White Man’s Grave” 


In the entire globe there is no re- 
gion of worse reputation than the west 
coast of Africa, G. Ward Prince, spe- 
clal correspondent, writes from NI- 
geria. With Devil's island and Botany 
bay it shares proverbial infamy, and 
by the majority of Englishmen has al- 
Ways been regarded as their noatienal 
Siberia. 

Even now, when growing trade re- 
turns are revealing to British eyes 
the economic value of this notorious 
coast, the mental pleture of west 
Africa to which most men still cling 
is that of pestilent mangrove swamps 
and féver-stricken forests. 

The graves of young Englishmen 
scattered everywhere about west Africa 
remind one that but a few years have 
passed since filth, fever and drink 
were the living conditions of Huropeans 
out here, and death within two years 
their almost inevitable end, 

The harm, too, which this malevolent 
climate does to white men is not neces- 
surily Immediately or even ultimately 
fatal, Its principal effect is the slow 
and steulthy sapping of a man’s vital- 
ity, a.process of wastage and decay 
directed not only against the bedy, but 
the brain, 

The consequences of this debilitation 
may not manifest themselves even un- 
Ul a west African oflicial’s career is 
over, aud then a commonplace chill 
caught at home in England, a touch of 
influenza, some mild internal disorder 
such as a European who has never 
left the temperate zone throws off un- 
heedingly, claims at last from the en- 
feebled body another life for the un- 
relenting coast.

the case of girls, After the third year 
resistance gradually decreases until 
the child at five years readily co-oper- 
ates with an adult who knows how to 
make himself agreeable, Girls, on the 
whole, show more resistance than 
boys.

There were at 
the time 15 beats in the county 
these being: Geneva, Flat 
Creek, Old Town, Wellborn, 
Clintonville, Elba, Brannens, 
Victoria, Tillman’s Mill, Dan- 
nelley’s’ Cross Roads, Haw 
Ridge, Simmons Mill, Grants, 
Bullock and Preacher’s Mill.

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Southern states won their con- 
tention before the Supreme 
Court of the United States in 
the Dred Scott decision, Lin- 
coln recognized the rights of 
slave owners under the Consti- 
tution and did not attempt to 
abolish slavery, but he issued 
Emancipation Proclamation on 
Jan. 1, 1868, only as a war 
measure, being thought neces- 
sary by him as a war policy to 
maintain the existence and pre- 
servation of the Union. He 
held that no state, once being 
admitted into the Union of 
States, had the right to secede 
from the Union. These same 
great questions before the coun 
try had been debated years be- 
fore by Webster and Haynes, 
and Henry Clay spent his life 
trying to bring about a  com- 
promise that would preserve 
the national union. Clay was 
a Whig and Judge Costello was 
of that view. He was a Whig 
in politics. No man was more 
zealous for the cause of the 


tello. Montgomery, Alabama, 
was the scene, in February, 
1861, of the convention of the 
secessionists, and the organiza- 
tion of the Confederate States 
into a new government. The 
North would not hear reason 
and would not abide the Con- 
stitution according to the view 
of Southern statesmen, and 
these would avoid any conflict 
and would simply withdraw 
and establish a new govern- 
ment—a Confederacy. This 
was done, and Jefferson Davis 
was made the first president 
and Alexander H. Stevens the 
first vice-president of the new 
republic. Montgomery, in 
Judge Costello’s own adopted 
state, was made the first Capi- 
tol, but later moved to Rich- 
mond ,Va. Judge Costello loved 
the cause of the South. He 
loved his state and _ county, 
leaving his duties as Probate 
idge mainly to his clerks and

until his term of office expired 
in 1862, he was in the thick of 
the bloody conflict. He was a 
gallant and brave soldier. 
Judge Costello was well ed- 
His natur- 
al attainments as well as_ his 
fitness in training and experi- 
ence gave him a _ prominent 
place in the hearts and affairs 
of his countrymen. His able 
and distinguished service as 
Probate Judge served to. lay 
broad and deep the founda- 
tions of a great county. He 
came into the office of Probate 
Judge when Coffee was pass- 
ing through the stage of devel- 
opment. Her history in the 
future was largely determined 
by his efficient administration 
of county affairs. He was a man 
of striking personality. He was 
patriotic, a lover of justice and 
merey, In bearing and conduct 
he exemplified. those traits of 
character which fit and qualify 
men for leadership and service. 
While.Judge Costello was at 
the front leading his men as 
the able champion of the rights 
of the Southern states, he kept 
in sympathetic touch with his 
people at home. With the 
faithful co-operation of his 
County Commissioners, a great 
work was accomplished in car- 
ing for the poor and indigent. 
Husbands and fathers, sons 


and brothers had cheerfully 


poor house. The County Com- 
missioners organized every one 
of the fifteen beats in the coun- 
ty for the purpose of effective- 
ly caring for indigent families 
of the men who had gone to the 
war. During the latter months 
of Judge Costello’s term of of- 
fice the County administration 
was engaged mainly in reliev- 
ing the financial distress 
brought on by the war condi: 
tions. It would be a splendid 
tribute to his patriotism and to 
those who served with him, 
both in civil and military af- 
fairs, if the people of Coffee 
County would erect a monu- 
ment on the publie square in 
Elba in memory of this distin- 
guished citizen, official and 
soldier, and of the brave Con- 
federate soldiers of the county, 
many of whom, like Judge Cos- 
tello, never returned to the 
County, being buried upon the 
battlefield.
